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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding to the IDS filed on February 4, 2005 
that has not been considered by Examiner, because of the title listed in the Other Documents - "Copy of Office Action Summary from 
application no 09/935635 which was mailed january 10, 2005, is improper. The Office Action Summary, named PTOL-326, is a one 
page summary that does not provide any value to the claim. 

Applicant argues that "prior to the certain electronic file being made available for viewing by the intended recipient, converting the certain 
electronic file to a second file format having having a second file extension that is different from the first file extension of the filrst file 
format and that prevents the computer virus from executing when the converted electronic file is opened by the intended recipient". 
Additionally, applicant argues that the renaming a file simply means giving the file a new name. 

Examiner respectively disagrees. 

In col. 8, 1. 59-67, and col. 9, 1. 35-44, Ji clearly teaches checking the extension of the file name which including txt, bmd, pcx, and gif, that 
files are not likely to contain viruses, while exe, zip, and com extension file are of the type that often contain viruses. Therefore, Ji 
discloses procedures (fig. 6B r step 610-612, or 610-628) that prior to transfering the electronic file, there are steps to determine whether 
the file contains virus, then based on the user's configuration to rename the file. As discussed above, Ji has distinguished the file 
extension between virus-prone and virus-free. In addition, the rename file not only can change the name, it also can change the file 
extension. It is a well know skill in the art of computer field. Furthermore, Ji teaches the option for users to specify in the configuration file 
to prevent the virus from making damage before recipient open the file. In consequence, the virus-free file extension is the target name. 
Therefore, the rejection of claim 1 is maintained.
